search engine processor is configured to receive a notification that a change is made to 
thea program content database, and wherein the search engine processor is configured

configured to forward a notification of the match to the request and results processing 
server responsive to determining that a match exists between the list of active searches 
and the change made to the program content database.

The claimed invention has been amended to include an "active search" feature 
wherein searches which are performed which generate no hits are saved as 'active 
searches' an re-applied whenever there is a change to local or remote databases to 
determine whether the changes would generate a respective hit. The closest prior art 
found was U.S. Pre-grant Publication 2002/0065812 to Keith, Jr., who teaches manually 
saving searches which are applied whenever a change is made to a database for the 
purpose of alerting the user who saved the search to changes of interest (see 
paragraph 0095). The characteristic which distinguishes applicant's invention from the 
prior art is the inclusion of the save feature that defines which searches are designated 
as 'active searches', namely, the automated saving of searches which generate no hits, 
rather than manual designation by a user.
